The Ottawa Flint Glass Company yester-
day determined to increase the capital of
the concern. This motion was taken at the
annual meeting. The official reports for
the past year were read and showed that
the company was in a prosperous condition,
the demand for their products being greater
than the capacity of the works can supply.

It has been the intention of the stock-
holders of the compmny, several of whom
are Pittshurgers, lor some time past to in-
crease the present facilities of their plant
The increased demands made upon them for
fall and winter shipments came in so fast
that the company not only did not have
time to make the alterations, but they
found tibe plans that they had already con-
sidered were upon too small & scale.

When the subject was presented at the
meeting there was a grest deal of discussion.
Everyone present had something to say on
the matter. Alter s long and tiresome de-
bate, in which a number of projents for in-
ereasing the size of the plant were venti-
lated, it was finally decided to increase the

capital stock from §60,000 to §140,000;
in other words, to nearly triple the
present eapacity, This  expansion on

Echeme of the Pittsburg Manufacturers’

Committes Will Meet With tho Most

Snmmury Defoat,

Sub-lodges of the Amalgamated Associa-
tion are still considering the question of
settling the present dispute over the new
iron scale by means of arbitration, as pro-

vided in the recent resolution
passed by the manufactorers’ ecommit-
tee. Immedintely after receiving a copy

of the resolution the officials of the Na-
tional Lodre of the Amalgamsated Associs-
tion decided to put the question of arbitra-
tion to & vote. Accondingly a circular was
Issued from the general office of the associa-
tion which was distributed smony the many
sub-lodges for consideration.

The ecircular was as follows: “Shall the
questions at issue be arbitrated? Shall dis-
cretionary suthority be given the Confer-
ence Committee as to the items yvet in dis-
pute?” A number of Jodges have already
ncted upon these two queries, and in most
instunces the first has mwet with summary
deleat. Some few lodres, althongh they
do not look with favor upon arbitration,
have withheld their decision, but in no case
have any of the lodges a favorable
vote upon the subject. Decisions from all
the lodges in the association will resch the
general office of the Amalsamation on Mon-
day next, and the result will be reported at
the conference with the manufacturers on
the day following.

lu speaking ot the arbitration matter one
msn prominent among the Amulgamated
Association’s officials last evening said:
“The question of settling the iron dispute
by arbitration in the conrts is not meeting
with universal favor. Several of the sub-
lodges on the Southside, 1n Sharpsbure and
st Youpgstown have already taken a
negative vote upon the guestion, but a
great many more will ve to vote
upon the subjeet before it is lost. One
reason why arbitration is not meeting with
approval is because the majority of mill
workers believe the court judges are pre-
judieed in favor of capital.

“The judges exhibited their partial views
when several ef the leaders of the locked-
out men ot Homestead were srrested and
thrown into jail upon the charge of murder.
Everybody knows that O'Donnell and Ross
had to be in jail for a eouple of days before
they were released on bail.
